Straight From Shoulder 
in his address Hardy opened at once 
upon what he declared the one--the 
only one—question of the day—the 
winning of the war, as quickly as pos­ 
sible. 
“One reason we must win the war 
as quickly as possible,” said he, “is 
for the saving of life, tho other is foi 
the saving of treasure. 
This war has 
l»e*m the most destructive of material 
ever iii history. 
Tt has brought great 
rations to the verge 
of bankruptcy. 
Germany has financed 
herself 
from 
within by turning money

over. 
She was prepared for that kind 
of financing because she knew the war 
was coming. 
France and England dia 
not know and were not prepared for 
financing such an undertaking as the 
W ar proved to be. 
Before America en­ 
tered the war, they bought nine bil­ 
lions of materials from us. and we 
have loaned thpm five billions.

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THE MASTER TRAITORS 


To Edgar Sisson of the federal Committee on 
Public Information, goes credit for one of the biggest 
journalistic accomplishments of the war. 
His ex­ 
posure of the Bolsheviks through the discovery and 
publication of scores of incriminating documents, is 
complete and overwhelming. 
I 
Intelligent men everywhere have long regarded 
Lenine, Trotzky and their gang as tools of Prussia. 
Concrete evidence, however* was lacking. 
Now we 
have the evidence. 
There is letter after letter, dug 
from the secret archives of the Bolshevik govern 
rnent. showing that the “Red" counter-revolution 
had its origin in Berlin, that Lenine and Trotzky 
were established in Russia to do the very work they 
have done, that they were paid with German gold, 
that they carried out from day to day, as bought hire­ 
lings, the whole sickening program of betrayal, loot 
and murder originated by the master-minds of Ger­ 
many. 
The ivorld now knows precisely which Bolshevik 


le a d e r s were paid by Germany, what they were paid, 
what they did for the money, and nearly all the 
other important items in the most despicable chapter 
of dishonor and treason ever written in the history 
of a great nation. 
How Mr. Sisson obtained these documents is 
not revealed. Of their authenticity there is no ques­ 
tion. 
Most of the originals are in W ashington, and 
where originals are lacking there are photographs. 
The internal evidence alone would be convincing. 
Such varied, tietailed, signed and annotated docu­ 
ments, dovetailing into each other and checking up 
with known facts in a thou>and ways, could not 
have been fabricated. 
Coincident with their publication there is word 
that Russia is in the grip of a Red Terror. 
I he 
Bolshevik leaders, having lost standing alike abroad 
and at home, are trying to retain their tottering 
authority bv an orgy of bloodshed. 
They still have 
thousands of armed Russians willing to execute their 
orders, not because of faith in them or in the prin- 
ciple$ they have professed, hut because there is still 
money in the Bolshevik treasury. 
The executions 
now occurring are simply bought murders. 
They are in themselves evidence that the master- 
traito fs know their game is up. Soon the Red Terror 
will sweep them away. 
Then, with the gathering 
help of the Allies, there will be some hope of saving 
Russia. 


TAXES AND ELECTIONS 


If it is really impossible for congress to finish 
the new revenue hill before election, that is one thing. 
If congress is deliberately postponing final action for 
political reasons, that is quite another thing. 
The public knows that this tax measure is a 
hunch of knotty problems. 
It is perhaps the most 
puzzling, complex piece of tax legislation ever un­ 
dertaken by an American congress. The law-makers 
are between* the devil of war and the deep sea of 
economics. They are aiming to take S8.ooo.ooo.ooo, 
of war cash out of the nation s yearly income with­ 
out crippling the prosperity on which that income 
depends. Their task is to tax everything taxable, as 
heavily as they can without killing the goose that lays 
live golden eggs. 
It is unquestionably a case for deliberate and 
careful action. But it is likewise a case for absolutely 
non-political action. 
I ^fortunately, many congress­ 
men have allowed the impression to spread that they 
want to defer the passage of the measure until after 
election, not l>ecau.se of its difficulty, but because they 
personally fear the {political effect of the heavy tax 
burden they are imposing. 
The tax-paying voters are not cowards or misers. 
It is their war. and they expect to pay for it. 
Any 
senator or representative who thinks so little of his 
constituents’ patriotism ami intelligence as to fancy 
that they will vote against him because he voted for 
heavy hut just and necessary taxation is not worthy 
of his office. 
The people want to face the music and find what 
their burden will lie as soon as possible, so that the*' 
may adjust their affairs accordingly. They are more 
likely to defeat a law-maker who plays the part of 
a cowardly politician than they are to defeat one 
who does an unpleasant duty promptly and unhesi­ 
tatingly.

They 
are 
posting fevervwhere 
throughout 
France, so that every man. woman and child may 
read it. the eloquent speech in which Premier Clem- 
enceau replied to the hypocritical Austrian peace note. 
The speech deserves that high honor which Ameri­ 
cans remember with pleasure was once paid to a 
notable address of President W ilson’s. 
Certain phrases of it are of special interest to 
Americans, because they express in burning words 
the same lofty aims that our president has repeatedly 
expressed in more measured language. A fter arraign­ 
ing Germany for her crimes and horrors, and point­ 
ing out that it is she that has forced the Allies to 
j»eek a decision based on force rather than agree­ 
ment, be adds: 
' . 
“We seek only peace. We want a just and solid 
peace, so that those who come after us may be saved 
from the abominations of the past. 
“Forward, then, children! 
France will liberate 
the last race in bondage. 
Forward to victory! All 
France, all thinking humanity, is with you.” 
It seemed to some persons a needlessly large 
and visionary undertaking when our government 
first committed the United States to the principle of 
liberating all oppressed races. Yet here is the most 
practical of statesmen, speaking for the most clear­ 


headed of nations, pledging blood-drained hut 
daunted France to the same principle. 
It is another 
striking proof of the solidarity of the Allied cause 
and the loftiness o f Allied ideals. 


A REOPENED DISTILLERY 


A large distillery in Louisville, Ky., that shut 
down a little more than a year ago because of the 
ban on the manufacture of whisky, has now opened 
up again in the surprising role of sugar conserver. 
The plant is now devoted to making malt sirups 
which will be used in the production o f candy, ice 
cream, chewing gum and soft drinks. 
The plant is 
going to turn out fifty barrels of sirup a day. 
The general substitution of a wholesome sirup 
for the cane and beet sugar consumed in making 
gum, candy, etc., may give those products a firmer 
grip on public good will. 
A good many citizens 
who had begun to frown on the confectioner’s win­ 
dow as an unpatriotic blot on the landscape might 
then even go so far as to indulge that sweet tooth 
occasionally, and with a clear conscience, at least so 
far as sugar is concerned.
